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:Note. — It  is  deemed  essential  that  the  House  Committee  should  consist  of  persons 
!  resident  within  a  moderate  distance  of  the  Asylum ;  yet,  the  occasional  attendance 
of  the  Visiting  Justices  of  the  distant  counties  would  be  much  desired  by  the  House 
Committee. 
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exceeding  £  180.”  This  shed  is  now  nearly  finished.  It  is  spacious  and 
commodious,  has  two  fire  places,  and  covers  an  area  of  300  square 
yards.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  an  infinite  relief  to  the 
inmates.  There  will  be  ample  room  for  them  to  walk  about,  to  pursue 
many  of  their  occupations,  and  to  take  such  exercise  and  recreation  as 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  those  whom  it  has  pleased  the  Almighty  to 
afflict  with  insanity. 

It  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  all  interested  in  the  well  being  of  this 
Asylum,  that  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  in  their  repoit  of  April  15th, 
1859,  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors  the  “material  com¬ 
fort  and  benefit  ”  which  might  accrue  to  the  Patients  from  the  building 
of  a  separate  chapel,”  &c.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  also  that  this  subject 
was  briefly,  but  forcibly,  dwelt  upon  in  the  last  annual  Report. 

It  was  ascertained  in  the  course  of  the  past  year  that  the  amount 
advanced  from  the  Subscribers’  Fund  towards  furnishing  the  house  might 
without  difficulty  be  repaid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  establishment. 

The  following  resolutions  in  regard  to  this  matter  were  entered  into  on 
March  16th,  1860  : — “That  the  several  sums  borrowed  at  different  times 
from  the  Subscribers’  bund,  in  pursuance  ol  a. resolution  of  a  meeting  of 
the  House  Committee  held  February  16th,  1849,  and  expended  in  fur-  • 
nishing  the  apartments  of  the  first  class  patients,  and  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  the  sum  of  £  326  05.  9 d.,  be  now  repaid  by  the  before  mentioned 
fund  out  of  the  profits  derived  from  such  first  class  patients.” 

“Resolved  also,  that  the  following  sums  borrowed  from  time  to  time 
from  the  same  subscription  fund,  viz.,  £29  175.  8 d.  for  the  purchase  of 
a  car  and  harness  for  the  conveyance  of  patients;  £7  155.  Od.  for 
mountain  sods  for  laying  the  Bowling  Green;  £8  155.  Od.  paid  for 
advertisements  and  travelling  expenses  on  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum; 
and  £3  175.  5d.  for  commission  charged  by  the  Bank  on  the  above 
mentioned  advances,  and  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  £50  us.  Id.,,. 
be  now  repaid  to  that  fund  from  the  general  profits  of  the  establishment,,; 
and  that  cheques  be  given  accordingly.” 

The  Visitors  elected  by  the  Subsribers  having  taken  the  whole  of 
this  transaction  into  their  anxious  consideration,  and  believing  they 
could  not  better  carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  original  contributors;: 
than  by  appropriating  this  money  to  the  building  of  a  chapel,  signified 
the  same  to  the  General  Committee.  The  result  of  this  offer  was  the 
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following  minute;  viz. — “The  Committee  of  Subscribers  having  noti¬ 
fied  to  the  General  Committee  (as  recorded  in  their  quarterly  report) 
their  readiness  to  appropriate  the  balance  now  standing  to  their  credit, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  £  464  7s.  0 d.  towards  the  erection  of  a  chapel,” 
and  that  offer  having  been  accepted  by  the  General  Committee,  It  was 
ordered  “  That  the  sum  above  named  be  appropriated  to  the  building  of 
a  chapel  in  the  grounds  of  the  Asylum.” — [See  Minutes  2^th  March , 
1860.) 

A  Sub-committee  was  thereupon  appointed  to  enquire  as  to  the 
probable  expense  of  erecting  a  new  and  larger  Chapel,  separate  from  the 
Asylum,  and  the  most  desirable  spot,  &c.,  for  placing  the  same ;  such 
Committee  to  report  on  the  above  matters  to  the  next  Quarterly  Meet¬ 
ing  of  Visitors,  and  such  meeting  of  Visitors  to  report  to  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  several  Counties  in  Union,  before  the 
next  Easter  Quarter  Sessions. 

The  Sub-committee,  after  a  careful  inspection,  recorded  their  opinion— 
“  That  the  most  appropriate  site  for  the  proposed  Chapel  would  be  on 
the  elevation  in  the  western  part  of  the  grounds.” 

“Plans  and  designs  for  a  New  Chapel  to  contain  200  sittings,  and  the 
total  cost,  including  belfry  and  bell,  and  all  internal  fittings,  not  to 
i  exceed  £500,”  were  subsequently  advertised  for.  The  most  suitable 
design  was  selected  by  the  Committee ;  contracts  were  entered  into,  and 
the  works  of  the  New  Chapel  are  now  in  active  progress. 

The  Committee  have  next  to  press  upon  the  attention  of  the  Justices 
of  the  several  Counties  in  Union  a  matter  of  grave  importance.  They  are 
concerned  to  state  that  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  insanity  has 
•  spread  in  the  Principality.  The  applications  for  admittance  are  steadily 
[increasing.  Of  late  they  have  become  so  numerous  that  the  Committee, 
to.  obviate  the  overcrowding  of  the  Wards,  judged  it  right  to  notify  the 
i  fact  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace,  and  the  Clerks  of  the  Boards  of  Guard- 
lians,  in  the  Five  Counties  in  Union.  They  requested  that  the  proper 
.authorities  would  make  inquiries,  and  ascertain  whether  there  was  a 
vacancy  before  sending  any  fresh  cases  to  the  Asylum.  It  was  with 
.extreme  unwillingness  that  the  Committee  had  recourse  to  this  measure. 
:They  were  actuated  alone  by  an  earnest  desire  to  prevent  disappoint¬ 
ment,  and  To  guard  against  those  evils  which  must,  sooner  or  later, 
’result  from  the  existing  state  of  things,  unless  a  remedy  be  found. 
[They  felt  that  it  would  be  a  cruel  aggravation  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
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Insane  to  be  brought  to  the  Asylum,  and  then,  for  want  of  room,  turned 
away  from  its  doors,  and  refused  admission. 

The  Asylum  was  originally  built  for  200  Patients.  Every  possible 
arrangement  has  since  been  made  for  receiving  a  larger  number.  The 
Committee  have  now  done  their  utmost.  It  remains  then  for  the  Magis¬ 
trates  to  adopt  such  means  as  shall  seem  to  them  most  expedient  for 
providing  additional  accommodation,  and  so  secure  a  refuge  for  those 
amongst  our  poorer  countrymen  who  may  be  labouring  under  the  most 
deplorable  of  all  earthly  ills. 

The  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  year  have  been  carefully  examined 
by  an  Official  Accountant,  and  strictly  verified  by  two  of  the  Visitors* 
formally  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  Auditors  have  pleasure  in  repeating  that  the  Finances  are  in  a 
sound  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Committee  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  return  their' 
cordial  acknowledgments  to  the  Visiting  Physician  and  Medical  Super¬ 
intendent  for  their  persevering  and  most  valuable  services.  They  would! 
convey  also  to  the  Chaplain,  the  Matron,  the  Steward,  and  other  Officials* 
their  thankful  appreciation  of  the  judicious  and  watchful  manner  int 
which  they  have  fulfilled  their  trying  dutie  s.

To  the  Chairman  and  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  North  Wales 

Counties  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Gentlemen, 

The  very  able  and  comprehensive  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  and  the  equally  able  and  succint  contents  of  that  of  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Committee  of  Visitors,  render  any  additional  remarks  from  us 
superfluous  and  as  tedious  as  a  thrice  told  tale. 

The  table  of  Admissions,  Cures,  and  Deaths,  will  be  appended — 
Admissions  .  .  .  .112 

Cures  ....  47 

Deaths  .  .  .  .  .43 

The,  Deaths  have  been  very  heavy  during  the  last  year,  and  the  Cures 
rather  higher  than  in  former  years.  The  increased  number  of  Deaths  is 
mainly  attributable  to  a  cause,  which  we  have  frequently  had  reason  to 
allude  to  in  former  reports,  i.e .,  the  inconsiderate  conduct  of  parochial 
officials  in  sending  patients  to  the  Asylum  either  in  a  hopeless  state  of ' 
debility  or  actually  moribund. 

General  Paralysis — the  bane  of  too  many  inmates  of  this  as  well  as 
other  Asylums — has,  as  usual,  claimed  its  victims.  Alas,  that  no  remedy 
has  yet  been  discovered  for  this  relentless  complaint !  The  inclemency 
of  the  present  season,  too,  has  had  its  due  share  in  causing  death  amongst 
our  inmates. 

In  our  researches  into  the  annals  of  Asylums,  at  home  and  abroad,  we 
have  failed  to  discover  any  improvement  in  the  mode  of  treating  the 
insane.  Our  treatment,  as  heretofore,  consists  in  the  administration  ot 
rood  and  generous  food,  and  in  affording  the  objects  of  our  care  all  the 
comforts,  amusements,  and  occupation,  within  our  reach. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  House  loudly  demands  additional  accommo- 
lation  for  both  sexes  as  soon  as  can  be  possibly  afforded.  We  are  now 
all  to  actual  repletion.  It  would  ill  become  us  to  dictate  to  gentlemen 
)f  your  experience  the  mode  in  which  this  pressing  want  is  to  be  effected. 
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All  we  can  say  is,  that  our  united  and  best  efforts  and  assistance  will  be: 
at  your  command. 

We  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendations;-* 
of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  for  whose  opinions  we  entertain, 
profound  respect ;  but  there  is  one  contingency  to  which  they  advert  as.* 
possible,  on  which  we  feel  in  duty  bound  to  express  our  unqualified  views* 
— and  that  is,  the  possibility,  at  no  distant  period,  of  abolishing  the: 
system  of  receiving  Private  Patients — a  system  which  has  been  attended! 
with  incalculable  good  to  the  Welsh- speaking  inmates,  who  have  the: 
advantage  of  officials  and  attendants  with  whom  they  can  converse  ini 
their  native  tongue. 

It  would,  in  our  humble  judgment,  be  an  act  of  great  injustice  and! 
spoliation  to  deprive  this  helpless  class  of  the  only  Asylum  in  North: 
Wales  open  to  them  in  the  hour  of  need,  while  labouring  under  the: 
most  calamitous  of  human  misfortunes ;  and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind, 
that  it  was  for  this  class  of  our  countrymen,  more  especially,  that  our 
munificent  founder,  Me.  Ablett,  and  the  other  benevolent  individuals,, 
contributed  so  liberally. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  appear  to  overlook  this  fact,  and  that;; 
the  Counties  in  Union  with  the  North  Wales  Asylum  are  widely;, 
different  from  the  opulent  districts  which  they  quote  as  examples  of  the: 
success  of  the  system  they  advocate,  both  in  point  of  population  andl; 
other  requirements  for  the  establishment  cf  separate  private  Asylums, 

We  therefore  hope  the  day  is  far  distant  when  this  change  may  ber 
entertained. 

We  are  fully  sensible  of  the  numerous  kind  offices  and  support  we; 
have  received  at  your  hands,  and  we  beg  to  offer  you  our  grateful  thanks;: 
and  we  hope  our  colleagues  in  office  will  be  pleased  to  receive  ours, 
united  and  best  acknowledgments  of  our  high  sense  of  their  valuable  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance.

The  observations  relative  to  the  amount  of  the  mortality,  made  upon 
le  occasion  of  the  last  visit,  apply  equally  to  that  above  recorded, 
[r.  Jones  mentioned  to  us,  as  an  instance  of  sending  a  pauper  patient  to 
Le  Asylum  in  a  moribund  condition,  the  case  of  a  man,  76  years  of  age, 
iceived  during  the  past  year  from  the  Wrexham  Union  Workhouse,  in 
lo  last  stage  of  general  paralysis,  who  died  soon  after  admission.

These  numbers  include  two  pauper  patients,  one  of  each  sex,  whose 
scharges,  as  recovered,  have  been  ordered,  but  who  had  not  left  the 
sylum  when  we  visited  it. 

According  to  the  Journal,  18  patients — 10  males  and  8  females — are 
ider  medical  treatment  for  bodily  ailment. 

Mechanical  restraint  is  never  employed. 

Three  patients  only — 2  males  and  1  female — all  paupers,  have  been 
aced  in  seclusion  since  the  last  visit;  one  of  the  former  during  two  days, 
id  the  other  two  on  one  occasion  each. 

With  the  exception  of  one  male  patient,  and  four  females,  we  found 
.e  inmates  free  from  excitement,  and  their  clothing  and  personal  condi- 
l»n  generally  was  satisfactory. 

The  beds,  the  greater  part  of  which  are  of  silk  flock,  apparently  a  very 
,od  material,  and  the  bedding  throughout,  were  clean  and  in  the  best 
per. 

We  were  glad  to  learn  that  the  sheets  are  changed  weekly,  and  the 
dy  linen  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  regularly  twice  a  week. 
jThe  patients  are  all  bathed  once  a  week.  We  learn,  however,5  that 
im  six  to  eight  patients  are  bathed  in  the  same  water.  This,  we  think 
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an  objectionable  arrangement;  and  as  the  supply  of  water,  as  we  we: 
informed,  available  for  the  purpose,  is  abundant,  we  recommend  that  fcl  :l 
water  be  at  least  changed  much  more  frequently.  The  baths  are  not  * 
a  convenient  construction,  as  respects  the  supply  and  waste  being  throug. 
the  same  opening.

The  chapel  attendance,  on  the  Sunday  previous  to  our  visit,  was  5o 
pauper  patients  on  the  male,  and  47  on  the  female  side — total  106,  ti 
which  are  to  be  added  about  12  private  patients. 

Mr.  Jones  is  of  opinion  that  the  present  chapel  will  not  accommodata 
with  comfort,  more  than  90  inmates. 

We  trust  that,  under  these  circumstances,  no  unnecessary  delay  wi 
be  allowed  to  take  place  in  erecting  the  proposed  detached  chapel,  fc< 
200  patients — towards  the  cost  of  which  the  subsribers,  as  we  find,  haw 
offered  to  contribute  £437. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  pauper  patients  is  85.  2d.  It  appear, 
that  the  estimated  cost  and  maintenance  of  each  patient,  on  the  averaga 
is  85.  10  j(7.  In  explanation,  we  are  informed  that  the  surplus  arifin 
from  the  payments  of  the  private  patients  is  applied  partly  in  aid  of  thi. 
pauper  class. 

According  to  the  original  agreement  with  the  subscribers,  the  nunibo 
of  private  patients  for  whom  accommodation  was  undertaken  to  be  prc 
vided  was  28;  viz.,  12  of  the  first,  and  16  of  the  second  class.  Th 
rules  limit  the  patients  of  the  first  class  to  six  of  each  sex,  and  those  a 
the  second  to  ten  of  each  sex — priority  as  respects  the  last  mentione* 
class  being  given  to  patients  connected  by  birth  or  residence  with  Nort.t 
Wales.  The  present  weekly  charge  for  the  second  class  patients  i 
12s.  6d.  lire  payment,  according  to  the  rules,  is  in  no  case  to  descend  a* 
low  as  that  made  by  the  parochial  patients.  The  average  weekly  pay 
ment  for  private  patients  may,  as  we  were  informed,  be  stated  at  16s. 

The  Asylum  appeared  to  us  to  be  inconveniently  crowded,  as  respect 
the.  pauper  patients.  In  most  of  the  associated  dormitories,  the  bed,:! 
which  ought  not  to  be  less  than  two  feet  apart,  are  much  too  close  to  on 
another.  The  deficiency  of  day  room  accommodation  is  compensated  ii 
some  measure  by  the  patients  dining  in  the  galleries  of  those  of  tb 
second  class. 
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Looking  to  the  prospective  wants  of  the  united  counties,  arising  from 
he  gradual  increase  in  the  numbers  of  their  pauper  lunatics,  and  the 
messing  demand  for  public  institutions  for  the  insane  of  the  middle  classes, 
/e  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  whether  it  might  not 
e  desirable,  in  their  financial  arrangements,  to  provide  for  the  contin- 
ency  of  the  separation,  at  some  future  period,  of  the  voluntary  and 
haritable  institution  from  the  pauper  Asylum,  as  at  Gloucester,  Notting- 
am,  and  Stafford.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  upon  what 
rounds  the  surplus  income  derived  from  the  private  patients  has  hitherto 
een  applied  in  aid  of  the  unions  and  parishes. 

The  system  of  night  watch  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  wet 
eds  are  reported  to  average  nightly,  10  on  the  male  side,  and  8  on  the 
unale. 

The  present  kitchen,  and  the  offices  in  connexion  therewith,  are  very 
^convenient  and  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  Asylum.  Some  of  the 
taircases  require  hand  rails,  more  especially  as  the  stairs  are  of  slate, 
nd  very  slippery;  which,  as  we  were  informed  by  Mr.  Jones,  about  two 
ears  ago,  caused  the  fall  of  a  female  patient,  who  sustained  a  severe 
racture,  from  which  she  died. 

We  suggest  the  gradual  substitution,  in  the  lower  galleries,  of  boarded 
,oors  for  tiles. 

We  also  recommend  the  introduction,  into  the  associated  dormitories, 
f  comfortable  chairs  for  the  sick  and  infirm,  and  of  more  extended  means 
f  washing  therein. 

A  further  supply  appears  to  be  required  of  publications  of  an  amusing 
baracter. 

We  were  glad  to  notice  the  progress  making  in  painting  and  papering 
le  corridors. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Asylum  and  patients  is  very  satisfactory, 
nd  creditable  to  the  Superintendent  and  Matron.
